Many obscure conditions in the feet are encountered and wrong- 
fully diagnosed. Obscure, because the patient cannot offer a clear his- 
tory of the development of the affection, and because the hand of the 
examiner cannot detect definite signs and symptoms easily to point the 
way to an accurate diagnosis. Among such obscure lesions, bursal in- 
flammations stand in the foreground, and deserve mention. 

AnatomMy—About the os calcis there may be found four distinct 
bursae: 

1. The anterior calcaneal bursae, which is located just beneath the 
sustentaculum tali, at the attachment of the adductor hallucis brevis, the

flexor brevis digitorum muscles, and the plantar fascia. It lies in front 
of the posterior tubercle of the asiragalus, and is covered below by the 
short flexors of the foot. 

2. The posterior calcaneal bursa, more superficial than the former, 
is on the inferior surface of the tuberosity of the os calcis, which is 
completely covered by this bursa. 

3. The retrocalcaneal bursa is situated in front of the tendon Achil- 
les—between it and the os calcis. 

4. The bursae in connection with the tendons of the posterior tibial. 
the flexor longus digitorum, and the flexor longus pollicis muscles. 
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These bursae are anterior, and internai to the tendon Achilles, and are 
above the calcaneus. 

EtioLocy—-While no definite causative factor can be established, 
there is no doubt that the inflammation of the bursae is secondary to a 
remote focus of infection; hence, metastic in origin. It is not neces- 
sarily a gonorrheal infection which is the primary seat; it may be a 
dental, a pharyngeal, or an intestina! infection which acts as primary 
focus. A contributing factor is trauma. Usually, not a single injury, 
but repeated traumata from overuse of the foot, sich as long standing, 
or walking; wearing short shoes is also, undoubtedly, a contributing 
cause. Rarely, though it may occur. would a bursitis result from infec- 
tion from without by a stab, or bullet wound. Hence, a bursitis may 
be ca'led a metastatic inflammation, which results from traumatic irrita- 
tion. 

PatnoLocy—The X-ray, and ‘he operative findings disclose the 
pathological changes of these affections. The X-ray presents shadows 
of the late stage only. since acute bursal changes cannot be seen in the 
X-ray. One sees only the results of the inflammation, and irritation on 
the bones; it has become eroded, and has prod‘iced osteophytes. These 
bone changes may, in the chronic cases. grow to marked exostoses, bone 
spurs of various sizes. 

At operation, one finds the chronically infamed bursa with a thicken- 
ing of its endothelial lining. There may be cartilaginous hypertrophy, 
which the X-ray does not disclose, because only calcified tissues cast a 
shadow on the film; and also periostitis with the formation of bone 
hypertrophy. as evidenced by X-ray. 

SympTomMotocy—-In whatever region about the heel the inflamed 
bursa is located, pain is the predominant symptom. Rest relieves the 
pain, anc motion of the ankle, and weight-bearing aggravates it; this 
latter to such an extent that the toe-walking gait may be called charac- 
teristic in these infections. Toe-walkin¢ is the rule for all heel bursitides. 
In subcalcaneal involvements, the weight is thus taken off the stepping 
eurface; in retrocalcaneal inflammation, raising of the heel relieves the 
tension of the tendon Achilles upon the inflamed area on the os calcis. 
The relief of pain on raising the heels is a valuable diagnostic sign for 
these bursitides, particularly for the subachiiles variety. Walking on 
iow heels or bare-foot increases the pressure pain. 

There is tenderness on pressure over the site of inflammation. The 
patient can much better determine the most tender point than the examin- 
ing physician. 

The patient may complain not only of tenderness on palpation, and 
of pain in the feet on walking and standing, but ef pain in the calf. 
and, even, of “sciatica.” or pain in the back of the leg. ‘These are the 
areas of referred pain, and are oiten 'eading to an incorrect diagnosis 
of arthritis. sciatica, neuritis, neuralgia, and other fancy suppositions. 
Pain is also complained of over the dorsum of the foot, and in the ankle 
joint, in the subcalcaneal affection. However, on careful examinatien, 
by means of the finger tips, one will elicit the greatest point of tender- 
ness‘ if it is found over the anterior calcaneal bursa, dorsal flexion of the 
foot will increase this pain. 

One should not be puzzled bv discovering tender points on both 
the plantar, and the posterior surfaces of the heel. There may be mult- 

bursitides, and they may occur bilaterally as well. 
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The tenderness and pain wili be the more pronounced the more 
acute the inflammation is; but in the acute stage there should exist other 
symptoms of inflammation as well, i ¢., local swelling and local increase 
of heat. ‘These, however, may not always be detected even in acut: 
cases, in view of the fact that the inflammation is deeply seated. Most 
patients who come to the office suffer from chronic bursitis, and are 
unable to state the exact time of onset. 

The X-ray may be of great aid in diagnosis if an exostosis is demon- 
strated; but :t may be useless if no changes at all are disclosed. The 
X-ray cannot be relied upon entirely. Even though there is no exostosis 
the X-ray may reveal the results of irritation on the periosteum and the 
bone. The latter may be eroded, and be covered by osteophytes; while 
the periostitis may be demonstrated by a thickening of the cortex (Fig. 1: 

If the bursitis has made no impression on the bone as yet, there 
will be no demonstrable bone shadows; however, sometimes, the inflamed 
bursa may cast a shadow on the film (Fig. 2). On the contrary, if the 
inflanimation, and the traumatic irritation has existed for a considerable

length of time, there will be seen exostoses of various sizes. The larg- 
est spur under my observation was the one (Fig. 3) which has not 
caused any symptoms up te three months of the time cf consultation. 
There is no doubt that the formation of these hooks have taken much 
ionger than three months. From this instance, and many more under 
my care, and from the reports in medical literature, we may safely as- 
sume that the existence of an exostosis does not necessarily mean pain- 
ful heels. Many an X-ray has disclosed exostosis, although the reason 

of the raying was no telalgia or achilledenia. 
DraGNosts-—Among the other conditions causing painful heels from 
which bursitides have te be differentiated, the more frequent are: Flat- 
foot, when severe strain of the plantar fascia is exerted upon its attach-

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ings or may embrace nerve filamerts. such as osteomata, chondromata, 
lipomata, neuromata, and sacromata. Metastatic inflammation of ten- 
dons, fasciae, and bone, 1. ¢., osteomyelitis. Injury to bone and to soft 
parts surrounding the hee!; to the former belong fractures and disloca- 
tions, to the latter, ruptures ard tears of tendons, fasciae and ligaments. 
Neuritis of local, or remote nerve inflammation; it is well known that 
sacroiliac lesions. with referred sciatic pain, as well as true sciatica, are 
accompanied by pain in the heels. Last. but not least. gout, which not 
only effects the big toe joints, but any joint in the body, the ankle joint 
not excluded. 

TREATMENT—Every patient with a bursitis should be advised to 
submit to conservative treatment, consisting in physiotherapy, and relief 
of weight-bearing pressure Physiotherapy may be regarded as a pre- 
operative procedure, or may actually result into a cure cf the inflamed 
bursa, as evidenced by the abolishment of pain and tenderness, even 
though the bone changes, seen in the X-ray, persist. The physical meas- 
ures of value are light exposure, as a preparatory step to deep tissue

force is used as the patient can comfortably bear. 

\nother effective remedy in chronic cases is the application of the 
negative galvanic current by the sponge electrode method. or by im- 
mersing the foot in hot saline solution into which an electrode is placed, 
and attached to the negative galvanic pole. The positive pole is attached 
to an electrode on the thigh. Both modalities, diathermy and negative 
zalvanism, produce hyperemia in the deeper tissues, increase local blood 
supply, and soften the fibrosed endothelial lining of the inflammed bur- 
sal sacks. This treatment is also followed by local massage. As a means 
of protection against pain on weight-bearing, the patient is supplied with 
a felt or rubber-sponge ring, a perforated felt sole, or with a made to 
order arch support, the heel part of which is either cup-shaped, or has 
a hole cut into it. A very useful method is to hollow out the heel of the 
shoe and place into this hollow an air cushion ring; this gives the patient 
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a pneumatic protection for his painful bursa. The heel of the shoe should 
be raised in each instance for the relief of pressure. 

Six to nine treatments, one every other day, and wearing a protec- 
tive device should suffice to prove oneself the efticacy of conservative 
therapy. If no improvement 1s noticeable, the patient should be advised 
to submit to an operation. 

The operation consists in the exposure of the inflamed bursae ; their 
removal in toto, or, at least, their thorough curetting. The skin incision 
must always be in a place where the scar will not be exposed to subse- 
quent trauma. Such a line of incision for the cubcaleaneal bursae is 
best made along the inner border of the heel. The line may be long 
enough to reach the anterior and posterior bursae through the same in- 
cision: or two short incisions are made; for the anterior bursa the in- 
cision is along the medial tuberosity. ‘These incisions are extended to 
the bone and bursal sacks. The latter are well curetted, so that every 
portion of the bursa is excised. 

Not only the pathological bursal sack, but the surrounding perios- 
teum must be well removed by vigorous curettage. For the retrocalcaleat 
bursa, the incision should be mide on the sides of the tendons Achilles, 
along its inner, or outer border. Never should the incision pass through 
the tendon. The bursa is exposed, and excised together with the inflamed 
periosteum. These operations are easily performed under local anes- 
theia. 

An existing exostosis may not necessarily have to be chiseled oft 
unless it is well exposed, and easily reached through the same incision. 
It may remain in situ, and never cause any trouble. 

ConcLustion—Bursitis as a cause for pain about the heel shouid 
always be kept in mind. The absence of bone spurs in the X-ray is no 
proof that the bursal sacks are in a healthy state; on the other hand, the 
presence of exostoses does not indicate that the patient is suffering pain, 
and needs to have them removed by operation. Conservative treatment 
consists in the application of physica! measures, and in providing relief 
from pressure upon the inflamed area. The operation consists in expos- 
ing the :nflamed region, and in curetting and thoroughly removing all 
the pathological tissues. :

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PRINCIPLES OF CORRECT SHOE FITTING 
Josep LELYVELD 


In the designing of shoes, the main point is to have the great toe 
zn its normal position, so that those functions which are proper may 
be called into action in walking. As previously mentioned. it must be in 
such a position so that its axis, when carried backwards, shall pass 
through the center of the heel. In a straight line, therefore, in which 
the center of the heel and the axis of the great toe are included, we 
have the primary line necessary to designing the entire shoe last. 

In the designing of lasts for feet in which the great toe retains a 
false direction, the last should be exactly as if the toe were in its proper 
popsition. If the shoe be made to suit the foot, the ordinary shape is 
simply reproduced, since the deformity has been caused through the 
foot accommodating itself to the shape of the shoe. The continuation 
of the injurious effects should be insured, and they might even be in- 
creased. But, if the shoe is made of the proper shape, it becomes pos- 
sible for the great toe to assume its normal position, and restore the foot 
to Nature’s true form. 

In measuring the foot by drawing the outline on a sheet of paper, 
there is much deception, inasmuch as there is applied the principle that 
there are primary differences in the structure of the foot. This is not 
the case. All feet are perfectly alike in the principles of their mechan- 
ical construction. The only differences in our healthy feet are those 
arising from varying length or breadth. In the original form of feet. 
we never meet with those essential differences, designated by some manu- 
facturers as straight, or curved feet, and less with such variations as 
arise from the position in which the great toe lies. Variations of the 
latter description only indicate how, and to what extent, the foot has 
become deformed by shoes worn during previous years. 

In the average condition, it is unnecessary to make a drawing of 
the foot; the length and width, combined with a knowledge of the foot, 
*s sufficient. The drawing of a foot is seldom accurate, due to the fact 
that it is usually taken from a foot enveloped in a tightly fitting stock- 
ing: the foot being always in a slanted position, because, from the con- 
stant pressure of the shoe, this slant comes to be assumed so readily 
that the very moderate force exertcd by the stocking is quite sufficient 
to bring it into this position. Thus, the foot is drawn with the toes 
pressed together. With a knowledge of anatomy, a correct drawing 
may be made from the nude foot. but even this is smnecessary, in these 
days of shoemaking, unless the shoe is actually custom made; and how 
many are? 

The axis of the normal human foot being the line from the point 
of the great toe, through the big toe ball joint to the center of the heel, 
no shoe can meet the requirements of Nature unless this axis line is 
complied with. 

The correctly fitted shoe may readily be determined by drawing a 
line through the center of the big toe straight backwards. If the line 
emerges at the center of the heel, it meets the requirements expected of 
a petfectly fitted shoe. If the !ine falls outside the heel, the fit is rad- 
ically incorrect. 

In daily office routine, you meet the inquiry, “What kind of a shoe 
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do I need?” You, as a chiropodist, podiatrist, should be in a position 
to answer that question. When you have found the answer, don’t tell 
it to the patient, and expect her to make the proper request at the shoe 
store. Write it down—on a prescription blank—and let the patient carry 
it into the shoe store. Seldom a physician gives an oral prescription! 
Then, why should you? 

A prescription pad that has been used successfully has a line for 
the patient’s name and address, a space to write in the kind and descrip- 
tion of shoe wanted to successfully work with the treatment given; two 
fines marked REFERRED To—and here is written the name and address 
of the store where the particular shoe may be obtained. There is a line 
io sign the podiatrist’s name. No prinicd trade marks are on the blanks. 





HOW IS IT IN YOUR TOWN?

Are there in your town any clever (?) ladies who run beauty par- 
lors, and claim to be trained nurses, trying to practice chiropody without 
a license? Washington, D. C., recently experienced at least two such 
ladies, who thought they were getting away with something, and they 
were until they struck a snag—the law. 

It was brought to the attention of the Podiatry Society that these 
women never missed an, opportunity to earn a chiropodial dollars. Com- 
munciation with the District Health Officer, who is charged with enforce- 
ment of the podiatry law, resulted in a plain clothes man from detective 
headquarters being assigned to the case. 

The first offender had a large sign on the front of her house. It 
read: Beauty Parlor, with Chiropody in large letters just beneath. There 
was no trouble making an appointment for treatment. and the treatment 
was decidedly crude, as might be expected under the circumstances. The 
lady said she just loved to work on feet. She explained that she had 
been a trained nurse, and that all during her hospital days she had cared 
for the feet of the doctors and nurses. But her explanation as to how 
she acquired her chiropodial education did not take the place of a license, 
and the day following a warrant was issued for her arrest. 

The second offender was running a beauty parlor in an apartment 
building. Here a lady member of our Society made an appointment for 
a “facial.” After the facial, she complained of two corns, and asked if 
she could not have them treated. The “beautician” explained that she 
practiced chiropedy only for her regular customers, but since the lady 
was in vain, she would treat her. An application of corn remedy was 
applied, with the injunction to come back in two days. Returning at the 
appointed time the feet were soaked in hot water and the corns crudely 
removed. This would-be chiropodist also claimed to have been a nurse, 
but a warrant for her arrest was issued the next day. 

In beth of these cases the offenders were permitted to post a cash 
collateral of $50.00 for appearance in court. When the cases were called 
the defendants failed to appear. They forfeited their collateral and we 
hope learned a !esson. 

The newspapers gave both cases excellent publicity and we feel that 
our town is now fairly purged of clever (?) ladies in beauty parlors. 
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ANILINE SHOE DYE POISONING

Muehlberger, in 1925, reported a series of ten cases of shoe dye 
poisoning, bringing the present total of all cases reported in medical lit- 
erature up to fifty-eight. He entered exhaustively into an analysis of 
this subject, quoting all the published data. The additional and particular 
merit of his analysis, however, lies in the fact that. whereas the cases 
previously reported in the United States were due to nitrobenzene 
poisoning, of the ten recorded by him six were due to aniline, these 
being the first to be reported in this country. To the six I now add three 
that recently came under my observation. 


REPORT OF CASES 

Case 1—A girl, aged 14, who left her home at noon in good health, two hours 
later suddenly developed severe frontal headache and became cyanotic. This was 
followed by slight nausea and drowsiness. When seen at the hospital in the evening, 
she was still deeply cyanotic and was suffering from headache and slight nausea. 
She was mentally alert; there was no shortness of breath or heart palpitation; there 
was no fever, and the pulse was normal in rate and rhythm. The heart tones were 
pure at all valve areas; no edema of the extremities could be seen. Respiration was 
normal in character, and the lung and blood examinations proved negative. The 
urine contained a trace of albumin. On the following morning, the patient had 
entirely recovered. It was ascertained that she had put on freshly dyed black shoes 
at noon, two hours before the symptoms developed. Twenty-four hours later, the 
shoes still had an unpleasant aniline odor. 


The dye in this case was made locally; the label states that it is 
odorless (which it is not), and cautions against the use of the dyed 
shoes in less than twenty-four hours after treatment. This warning is at 
the bottom of the label and is too small to strike the eye of the user. 


Cases 2 and 3.—September 13 several weeks after the first patient was seen, two 
brothers, aged 11 and 13. were brought to the hospital. Their symptoms and the 
clinical course of their disease were so nearly identical that a single report will suffice. 
Canvas slippers were dyed while on the feet, the dye being a substance that had been 
in the cellar about ten years. Soon after, the boys complained of a “pins and needles” 
sensation and numbness of the feet; two hours later they felt dizzy and weak, had a 
ringing in the ears, and fell in a stupor, They remained in a confused state about 
one hour. At this period they were admitted to the hospital; vomiting had set in; 
they were confused, unresponsive and dull; the skin and buccal membranes were 
deeply cyanosed; respirations were rapid; the lungs were clear; the pupils were 
widely dilated and the heart rate 120 and 125, respectively; the action was rhythmic, 
the tones clear and the pulse of good volume. The temperature rose to 99.4 and 99.8, 
respectively. The feet were discolored with dye. After several hours, the symptoms 
began to subside, and on the following morning all the evidences of poisoning had 
disappeared. The urinalysis was negative in both patients; blood examination made 
on the day following admission showed: a red count of 4,470,000 and 4,590,000; 
hemoglobin, 83 and 81 per cent, and a leukocyte count of 11,200 and 17,870, respec- 
tively, with a normal differential. 

The dye used in these cases was in a container without a label. It 
had an aniline odor, and was analyzed for me by a local chemist, Dr. J. 
Gubelmann, who reported that it contained 36.58 per cent of an amino- 
compound, which had definitely been identified as aniline. 

As outlined in Muehlberger’s analysis, shoe dye poisoning may result 
from brown or black dye, and may be due either to nitrobenzene or to 
aniline being used as a solvent. European accounts indicate that aniline 
is as freely used as a solvent as is nitrobenzene, and the reported cases 
of poisoning are equally divided between the two toxic products. 
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It may be interesting to note that in connection with certain com- 
mercialized products other than those mentioned, poisoning has not been 
unknown. This, I am informed that cases of aniline poisoning (with 
cyanosis as the principal symptom) are not infrequently encountered in 
a large local chemical plant where aniline dyes are manufactured. 

Another product, benzene, has produced markedly toxic symptoms, 
but of a different character. Thus, Selling reports a number of cases of 
benzene poisoning in persons employed in the manufacture of tin cans. 
The solder used was made of rubber dissolved in commercial benzene. 
A number of similar cases was reported by Santesson of Stockholm, in 
1897, as occurring in bicycle tire workers, benzene having been used as 
a solvent for the rubber. ; 

The symptoms in the benzene cases reported by Selling and Santes- 
son were different in type from those due to aniline and nitrobenzene ; 
whereas the latter were acute, rarely fatal (two out of fifty-seven patients 
died) and were characterized by cyanosis, the former were in many 
instances fatal, but essentially chronic, becoming acute only in the end 
and were characterized by purpura, anemia and leukopenia. Experiments 
definitely proved that nitrobenzene was not the toxic agent in these cases, 
but that benzene was the actual poisonous distillate. 

Since seeing the three patients reported above, I have interviewed a 
number of shoe repairers. All showed me the dye they use, most of them 
employing the brand used in case 1. A few knew the danger and were 
emphatic in stating that they have lost customers because of their refusal 
to deliver shoes in less than two or three days after dyeing; others knew 
nothing of the hazard, and were not sufficiently impressed with the 
unstarred warning on the original container to employ or to give the 
necessary caution. Thus, it is evident that it is not generally known that 
the danger of absorption is greatly lessened the longer the interval be- 
tween dyeing and wearing; that this interval should be several days, 
although one may suffice, and that particularly when shoes are dyed 
while being worn is there great danger of speedy absorption. 

The local shoe dye manufacturer, I have reason to believe has com- 
mercialized his product on a very large scale, thus greatly multiplying 
the potentiality for disaster from this souree. 

The total number, now sixty-one, of reported poisonings does not, 
of course, represent all the actual cases. Several reports of aniline cases 
have come to me since I called attention to these three. In many, doubt- 
less, the symptoms are of lesser import—perhaps only nausea, headache 
and dizziness, and subside as the toxic agent is dissipated from the shoes 
by evaporation; but as long as these dyes are being manufactured, the 
hazard will continue. The remedy may be found in either prohibiting 
their use entirely, or, if this is not done, in the employment of a label 
carrying a danger sign that cannot be overlooked. If the manufacturer 
and dyer are held to strict accountability, shoe dye poisonings will—as 
they should—cease.—Jour. A. M. A.

One of these cards reads, “There is 
no half-way to sterilization. Chiropo-

SUGGESTIONS ON PUBLIC 
SPEAKING 
Furnished by the Bureau of Public 
Information. 
Joseph Lelyveld, Director 

We have received some very favor- 
able comments on this series of “sug- 
gestions,” and we appreciate the 
thoughtfulness of the members for 
their kind words. We hope that from 
the previous articles, and those to fol- 
low, will come much geod to those tak- 
ing the time to read. 

The nrincipal object in forming the 
voice is to convert the breath into 
pure tone. In burning gas to produce 
light and heat. the object is to get 
perfect combusticn, because light and 
heat travel with a velocity that gas 
cannot attain, and thus preduce re- 
sults that cannot be produced by gas 
in its unconverted form. Therefore, 
we aim to get a perfect combustion 
or explosicn of the breath into tone, 
and the more perfect the conversion, 
the more perfect and pure the tone. 

Tone or scund travels with a velocity 
and acquires a power that is impocssi- 
ble for breath, A man would hardly 
make his breathing heard ten feet 
away; but vocalized, it creates vibra- 
tions that travel unlimited distance. 
It is not a question as to the volume 
of breath expended, but of the amount 
perfectly exploded. The amount of 
pure tone formed, and its intensity, 
determine its traveling power. In a 
whistle, a small amount of air formed 
through a narrow opening and made 
to react on itself produces vibrations 
that are felt miles away. 

Frequently we see people with small 
chests whose voices are clear and can 
be heard a great distance, while others, 
with powerful lungs cannot be under- 
stood half so far. This is largely due

to perfect explosicn of breath 
pure tone, in the one case, and 
perfect explosion, in the other. 

The student of public speaking 
should be interested in pure tones 
only Once these have been mastered 
other tones can easily be given. 

To understand a speaker, his articu- 
lation must be distinct. Without dis- 
tinct articulation it is difficult to un- 
derstand a speaker when nearby, and 
impossible to understand at a little 
distance away. The audience has to 
labor to catch his words, and this de- 
strovs the effect. Without distinct 
articulation it is impessible to make 
any subject interesting. 

Authorities claim that defective 
articulation admits of absolutely no 
excuse Everybody can overcome it 
by making the effort. and no man 
has a right to appear before an audi- 
ence who is not willing to make every 
effort that is necessary to his success. 
We are told that emphasizing vowels 
makes words carry. While this is true, 
it is no less true that unless the con 
sonants also are distinctly spoken, the 
words cannot be understood. 

Articulation may be improved by 
pronouncing the different letters of the 
alphabet. 

Of eaual importance to all other 
rules is the one—-talk to your audience 
It is useless to prepare a talk scien- 
tific in nature and give it before a 
group of school children, when its real 
purpose is directed to members of the 


profession. For this reason, it is difi- 
cult to have any set talk on foot 
health suitable for a'l groups. The 


message for school children must dif- 
fer from the one which will hold he 
interest of parents and teachers, yet 
the same thought can be carried in 
both talks. 

While you are expected to know an- 
atomy, bacteriology, materia medica, 
and the many other subjects of im- 
portance for the practice of chiropody, 
podiatry, the laymar is not interested, 
and becomes bored at hearing a 
lengthy discourse of terms unfamiliar 
to him. Therefore, a foot health talk, 
to accomplish its purpose, must be in 
language readily understood by your 
audience. 

While several prepared talks are 
available for your use, it might be 
advisable next month to offer a few 
suggestions on the writing of foot 
health lectures. Your further com- 
ments will guide us in the continua- 
tion of this series.

Anna M. Kambach 
Racine, Wis.. 
Died February 14th, 1928 

Dr. Anna Kambach, one of the earlv 
members of the Wisconsin Society and 
of the National Association of Chirop- 
odists, died suddenly at her home from 
a heart attack on February 14th, 1928. 
Dr. Kambach was born in St. Louis, 
Missouri, in 1875, and was married 
twice, the first union being with Mil- 
ton Black, of Rochester, N. Y. Her 
second husband was the late Fred A 
Kambach, a shoe merchant and chi- 
ropodist in Racine, Wisconsin, whom 
she married on December 25th, 1908. 

She took a keen interest in the busi- 
ness of her husband, which ke con- 
ducted at the corner of Sixth and Wis- 
consin Streets, Racine, and shortly af- 
ter their marriage began the study of 
chiropody, which practice she con- 
tinued after his death, ten years ago.

Star. She is survived by two sons, 
Dexter D. Black and Fred D. Kam.

Anna Kambach was a most active 
member of both the Wisconsin Society 
and the National Association.

Omaha, Nebraska 
Died January 28th, 1928 
Telephoning his wife that he was 
not feeling well, Dr. W. H. Statia, 


President of the Nebraska Association 
of Chircpodists, died while on his way 
home in a taxicab on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 28th. 


Dr. Statia was born in Bancroft, 
Nebraska, January 27th, 1876, where 
he spent his childhood and early man- 
hood, graduating from the Bancroft 
High School. In 1902, he settled in 
Omaha, and while on a visit at Amboy, 
Illinois, in 1903, met Miss Ida L. Peter- 
sen, whom he married on October 14th, 


1905, at Green Bay, Wisconsin. In 
1922, Dr. Statia entered the [Illinois 


College of Chiropody, and was gradu- 
ated from that institution the follow- 
ing vear. He then returned to Omaha 
and entered the office of Dr. Frank 
Silvers, where he practised until] Au- 
gust 15th, 1925, when he establisned 
his own office in the World Herald 
Building in that city.

THOMAS WILLIAM TIVES 
Chicago, Ill.

Thomas W. Tives was born in Paris, 
Kentucky, on the first day of June, 
1868. is parents were Thomas and 
Fanny Tives. His boyhood was spent 
on a farm in Paris, as his grandfather, 
on his mother’s side, John Turner, 
owner a large tract of land that kept 
them all busy. 

His parents left Kentucky in his 
early boyhood, and his early education 
was secured in Cincinnati, Ohio 

Little is known of his life after leav- 
ing school in Cincinnati until he came 
to Chicago in the year of 1893, which 
was the vear of the Columbus Exposi- 
tion, and Mr. Tives went to work in a 
bath house as a rubber. By his thrifti- 
ness and industrious habits, he soon 
saved enough to purchase this busi- 
ness. 

Some time during the year 1893, he 
met Miss Evelyne Gertrude Trent, of 
St. Joseph, Missouri, and after a court- 
ship that lasted two vears, he went to 
St. Joseph and married her. Return- 
ing to Chicago with his bride, he took 
up the practice of chiropody, and with 
his efficient service he soon built up a 
large and lucrative practice, which he 
held until his last illness caused him 
to retire from the office. 
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When the National Association of 
Chiropodists was formed, he became a 
charter member in the State of Illinois, 
which membership he retained until his 
death. He was elected and held the 
office of Treasurer of the South Side 
Branch fer a number of years, and 
served two years as the President of 
this Brarch. It was during this time 
that the writer became best acquaint- 
ed with him, as I served as his Secre- 
tary during that administration. 

When the Illinois Pedic Association 
was preparing to entertain the Na- 
ticnal Convention in Chicago, Dr. Tives 
was so full of enthusiasm, and had 
such great desire that his Branch 
would hold up its end in assisting to 
make this the great National Conven- 
tion in the history of the organization 
that he called the South Side Branch 
together two or three times a week to 
perfect such plans that would be put 
before him. He would call the writer 
on the phone and say, Send out notices 
for a meeting on tomorrow night, and 
after stating the nature of the busi- 
ness he would add: “Tell them to meet 
at mv home, and that I expect them 
to have dinner with me.” 

I believe I am safe in saying that I 
received no less than thirty of such 
orders from this big-hearted king and 
hospitable man. I do not recall him 
ever being too busy to attend all the 
meetings that were called for the ad- 
vancement of the profession he had 
chosen as his life’s vocation. I do not 
krow just how successful he was as a 
business man, but I have been in- 
formed that he left quite an estate to 
his heirs. 

He was twice elected as an alternate 
to the National Convention, and last 
year was elected as a delegate to the 
National House of Delegates, which is 
the highest honor the State can be- 
stow on a member, a gratitude for serv- 
ice rendered to the organization, as 
gratitude is the fairest flower that sheds 
its perfume in the human heart. To- 
day we tell what is known of the his- 
tory cf this man’s life, recount some 
of his lofty deeds of the vanished years. 

His life’s history stands as a lofty 
Sycamore in the forest of humanity. 
This man lived his life in order that 
the greatest possible number might 
profit and be made happier thereby, 
and the influence of his life will linger 
like incense from the altar, and will 
live to bless chiropodal generations yet 
unborn. 

From the wondrous tree of life, the 


bud and blossoms fall with the ripened 
fruit and in the common bed of earth 
patriarchs and babes sleep side by side. 
Why should we fear that which will 
come to all of us? We cannot tell. 
We do not know which its the greater 
blessing, life or death. We cannot say 
that death is not good. We do not 
know whether the grave is the end of 
life or the door of another, or whether 
the night here is not the dawn some- 
where else. Neither can we tell which 
is the most fortunate, the child dying 
in its mother’s arms before its lips 
learn to form a word, or he who takes 
the journey all the length of life’s 
uneven road, painfully taking the last 
slow step with staff and crutch. Every 
cradle asks us ‘‘whence?” every coffin, 
“whither?” 

No man standing where the horizon 
of life has touched a grave has any 
right to prophesy a future filled with 
tears and pain. It may be that death 
gives all there is of worth to life. If 
those we press and strain against our 
hearts should never die, perhaps that 
love would soon wither from the earth. 

Another life is naught unless we 
know and love again the ones who 
love us here. These dear loved cnes 
and friends who stood with breaking 
hearts around the grave of Tom Tives 
need have no fear ,as the largest and 
the nobler faith of all that is and is 
to be tell us that even death itself is 
only perfect rest. 

We know that through the common 
wants of life, the needs and duties of 
each hour, their grief will lessen each 
day. until at last these very graves 
will be to them a plece of rest and 
peace, almost joy. There is for them 
this consolation: That the dead do not 
suffer. If they live again, their lives 
will surely be as gocd as ours We 
have no fear, we are all children of the 
same mother, and the same faith awaits 
us all. We, too, have our religion, 
and it is this: Help for the tiving, and 
Hope for the dead. 

Dr. Tives lived here sixty vears, and 
will live on and on through the ages, 
ard I could have written this entire 
story in just thirteen words taken from 
the fourth chapter of Second Timothy, 
7th verse, which reads: “He fought a 
geod fight. He finished his course, He 
kept the faith.”

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OUR CORRESPONDENTS 


Dear Mr. Editor: 

There appears in your February is- 
sue, in the report of the Michigan So- 
ciety, a communication regarding Dr. 
Lester J. Karpf. This “report” also 
appears as a letter in the Chiropody 
Record, so I shall refer to it herein- 
after as a ietter. This letter is signed 
by our Secretary, and he refers to Dr. 
Karpf as “one Lester Karpf.” This 
and several other of his statements 
are poor taste. 

Zspecially do I refer to that part of 
his statement wherein he says that the 
Michigan Society does not endorse the 
Karpf Methed of Foot Adjustment. 
It is written in such a manner as to 
convey the impression that Dr. Karpf 
submitted his method for the approval 
of the Michigan Society, and it was 
refused because of doubt as to its 
value. 

I believe this statement, or at least 
the impression of it, is damaging. It 
is not so much for that reason that I 
write this letter, but for the purpose 
of preventing anyone who might con- 
strue our Secretary’s letter in that 
manner, and thus, through no fault 
of their own, be deprived of a work 
that, from our experience, is a distinct 
asset to chiropody. Sv I ask you, for 
this reason, to give this letter equa! 
prominence with the other. 

Let me now state that at no time 
did Dr. Karpf ask the Michigan So- 
ciety to endorse his method. It is be- 
yond me to understand how anyone 
or any group can even make refer- 
ence to that. It is my humble opin- 
ion that such an endcrsement would 
be superfluous, since Dr. Karpf’s meth- 
od is endorsed by a profession whose 
education qualifications are higher 
than ours; of what advantage to him 
would be ours? An endorsement of 
anything can only be of value when 
it is given by those who have actu- 
ally used it and can speak of it with 
authority. Since the Society as a 
whole does not use, it is beyond my 
understanding how they can even pass 
upon it 

The letter to which our Secretary 
refers was an official communication 
from me, as Chairman of the Scientific 
Committee, to the Chairman of the 
Scientific Committee of Illinois. I be- 
lieve that in broadcasting that letter. 
Dr. Karpf made that point clear, so 
his act is not “ungentlemanly,” as was 
stated in the other letter. When that 


letter reached the Chairman of the 


Scientific Committee ot the Illinois As- 
sociation, it was his property to do as 
he wished, and he chose to give it to 
Dr. Karpf to inform the profession of 
the value of his work. I believe that 
was a wise move as it has brcught Dr. 
Karpf in closer contact with our pro- 
fession, much to the advantage of the 
people who have since taken his work. 

Tt is not quite clear to me how our 
Society, or anyone else can figure that 
a person can go about the country at 
his own expense teaching unless they 
can, at the same time, earn a living 
for themselves and family. To do 
this it is necessary to charge for that 
service. I know that Dr. Karpf does 
not commercialize his method. I know 
that he has manv hundreds of oppor- 
tunities to “sell by mail” if he could 
and would... I know he has dozens of 
recuests each vear from men who wish 
to act as his agents. I know he re- 
fuses those offers. I know further that 
he confines his teaching to those peo- 
ple who are both by law entitled to 
use his method and by education and 
experience qualified. That does not 
smack of commercialism. 

Furthermore, I know that Dr. Karpf 
dces not take advantage of all the 
invitations he has to teach. As I 
write this, I know he is in the North- 
west, where the chiropodists there 
have paid his expenses, in addition to 
his fees, in order to avail themselves 
of his services. They felt the need 
of his work sufficiently urgent that 
they did not wish to penalize him in 
order to learn, as it was possible for 
hm to teach an equal number of per- 
sons where he was, without the ex- 
pense of traveling. I know Dr. Karpf 
to be very considerate of the chiropo- 
dist, and I think such a letter as ap- 
peared in your February issue is quite 
unfair to him, and what is more im- 
portant, might prove costly to our 
professior. 

T trust this does much to undo such 
harm.

WHY WE HAVE FOOT ILLS 

The average step is 26 inches. This 
means 2,487 steps to the mile, or 12,185 
in a five-mile day. A person weighing 
160 pounds in a day has pounded into 
his shoes 974 tons and 1,600 pounds of 
meat, bone and troubles, and all this 
he carries above his shoes. Men buv 
three pairs of shoes a year. A steel 
hammer weighing 160 pounds coming 
down at that rate would have to be 
renewed each day and would have to 
be fished out of the deepest hole in the 
earth at the end of the four months.

According to James F. Couch, of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, a five 
per cent solution of potassium perman- 
ganate, swabbed on the poison areas 
with a bit of absorbent cotton or soft 
cloth, destroys the ivy poison and does 
no harm to the skin. True, it ‘eaves a 
brown stain; this brown stain may be 
removed by the use of a one per cent 
solution of oxalic acid. Plain soap and 
water may be used as a substitute for 
the oxalic acid. 

It must be remembered, however. 
that the permanganate is only recom- 
mended for poisoning which has al- 
ready taken place, and not as a pro- 
phylactic. Dr. James B. MeNair, of 
the Field Museum, recommends the 
use of a five per cent solution of ferric 
chloride in a fifty-fifty mixture of wa- 
ter and glycerin. This, applied to the 
skin and permitted to dry, will protect 
one who expects to be or who knows 
that he will be exposed to ivy poison 

* * * 

For sweating and maladorous feet, 
Curth recommends horsehair or straw 
movable inner soles to the shoes dust- 
ed with a thirty per cent sodium bibo- 
rate powder, as are the stockings or 
socks. The toes should be separated 
with cotton-wool, and the feet washed 


each evening with spirits of wine, eau- 
de-cologne, or two per cent. salicylic 
acid in alcohol; afterwards they should 
be dusted with three per cent salicylic 
acid and mixed with equal parts of 
bismuth subnitrate and talc powder to 
100. Painful fissures on the feet should 
be painted with one or two per cent 
of silver nitrate before applying an 
unguent. For sweating in the axilla, 
Curth recommends concentrated acetic 
acid sixty per cent, spirits of lavender 
and spirits of rosemary, each one per 
cent, spirits of cloves one-half per cent, 
camphor eight per cent, aromatic spirits 
of vinegar to 100. For clammy hands 
he also recommends a spirit solution, 
either five per cent salicylic acid or the 
following: formic acid and chloral hy- 
drate, each five per cent, Peruvian 
balsam one per cent, dilute spirit to 
100 For sweating of the head he rec- 
ymmends cold water douches and sub- 
sequent friction with spirits of ether 
fifty per cent. heliotrope, or oil of ger 
anium, at night a salicylic acid may be 
used.—Med. Welt, Nov. 12, 1927.

In the Boston Medical and Surgical 
Journal, T. W. Thorndike, M.D., in an 
article cn “The History of Bleeding 
and Leeching,” writes the following: 

Origin of the Barber’s Pole 

The use of the pole seen before bar- 
ber shops today is of medical origin. 
It is explained as follows: the pole 
represents a stick held in the hand of 
the patient being bled, and the red 
and white spiral stripes represent 
blood and bandage respectively. On 
some poles there is a blue stripe, which 
represents venous blood. On top was 
placed a basin, with a semicircular gap 
on one side. This vessel was to keep 
the clothes of the patron of the shop 
from being soiled (Cervantes in Don 
Quixote makes use of this basin in 
his account of the episode of the “Hel- 
met of Manbrino”). With a galipot in- 
stead of a basin, the pole was a sign 
of the surgeon, extensively used 
throughout Europe. Without either, 
the pole has become the sign of the 
present-day barber. 

In the “British Apollo,” fol. Lond., 
1708, No. 3, appears the following 
question:
